Method to execute a plugin, characterized in that the plugii/is transmitted 
through a network (2) to at least one computer (11.1, 11.2, p .3) and that this 
plugin subsequently causes the at least one computer (1 l.Jr, 11.2, 1 1.3) to exe- 
cute the plugin. 



Method in accordance with claim 1 charactered in that the plugin is taken 
from a data bank of many plugins. 



Method in accordance with^o no of tlwpreooding clang s, characterized in that 
the plugin is generated automatically by means of an interactive surfing ses- 
sion.

2, 11.3), which are 
geographically separated and that this plugin causes these computers (11.1, 
1 1.2, 1 1.3) to execute the plugin simultaneously or not simultaneously.

Method in accordance with claim 5, characterized in ttiarf the further com- 
puter (4) connected through a network (4) is caused tp/fransmit data to a com- 
puter(ll.l, 11.2, 11.3).
